Acoonpixo to the Pall Mall Gazette, the 
great want ab present in England is 
the want of men ready and willing to 
assume heavy responsibility. The 
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danger which is felt is said to arise 
from the unwillingness of officials in 
remote portions of the largely extended 
and over extending Empire, to act for 
themselves at a crisis; and the convic- 
tion that we have not a suffidiont supply 
of these heroes on hand, weakens tho 
rank and file of persons holding subor- 
dinate posts and gives to the action of 
tho nation-a tone of inconsistency and 
an air of hesitation. The one great 
instance when responsibility has been 
sought with eagerness and assumed 
with promptitude, is met with in South 
Africa, and Sir Bartlo Frere is held up 
a3 in a certain sense a model. The 
Governor and High Commissioner of the 
Cape Colony has certainly not shown 
himself backward in committing the 
Grown toa policy which will involve 
profuse outlay and very serious moral 
as well as pecuniary obligations. And 
according to the Pall Mall, what has 
been done in South Africa should be 
dono everywhere else. We cannot help 
thinking that 

“hore would have been a time for such 

‘& word,” 

but that this is not the time. “The 
wisdom of winter is the folly of 
spring,” and this does not seem to 
bo tho precise momeut for urging on 
Ministers, Governors, Commissioners 
and Consuls, the imperative necessity 
of assuming indefinite responsibilities 
and hazarding the embroilment of 
tho country in any more wars. 
Daring the torm of office of Mr. 
Gladstone, when the foreigu policy of 
the country had sunk to a state of 
timidity and weakuess uever known 
bofore, this was the doctrine to preach 
in season and out of season, but 
just now we think that au influential 
journal should be careful how it 
advises the universal imitation of 
Sir Bartle Frere’s example. We have 
a sorions davger at the Cape, an 
unfinished war in Afghavistan, a pos- 
sible embroilment in Barmah, and a 
likehood of a disturbauco in Borneo, 
while above and beyond all elso there 
is the danger of the Berlin Treaty 
foiling tosecure a permanent Huropean 
pace. In the faco of all this, it is 
surely perilous to advise small officials 
all over the world to take up the 
ondgels and Jaunch us iuto avy more 
doubtful contests with semi-barbarous 
zaces. ‘Though we have stated on pre- 
vious occasious our opiuion of Sir 
‘Thomas Wade's commercial policy, still 
we bold it to have been fortunate that 
ho has not seen ft to lead the country 
into a war, as, if ho had obeyed coun- 
sels like those of the Pall Mall, he 
might easily have dono on several 


occasions. The existing trouble about 
the missionary buildings at Foochow 
is a matter which a diplomatist under 
the thumb of Exeter Hall might 
exasperate into a casus belli, and the 
results of euch action would be 
most disastrous to all concerned. 
The resources of Great Britain are 
Jarge, but they are finite, and past 
experience warns us against the danger 
and distraction of engaging in two or 
three wars at atime, Mr. Gladstone, 
in order that he might drive Lord 
Beaconsfield from office, advised a war 
to drive the Turk from Europe, but 
the country wisely refused to bo drawn 
into this fantastic crusade. The peril 
of listening to advice like that promul- 
gated in the able journal before us, is 
that we may find ourselves in somo 
remote region arrayed against a whole 
popalation, whose projudicés we have 
thoughtlessly offeuded, and that a 
‘Minister, full of tho responsibility theory, 
may think it necessary to plungo us 
into a contest in order to avenge o 
fancied slight or at best some grievance 
that could bo arranged in half an 
hour over a green baize table by a 
couple of unexcited officials who re. 
spected the dictates of common sense. 

Mutual confidence, wo are reminded, 
“took us vietoriously through the 
Mutiny. Every Englishman in fudia 
felt certain that every other would be 
equal to the occasion, uo matter how 
far he might exceed the limits of 
ordinary duty in the attempt.” ‘This 
is vory true, but docs it apply to the 
matter iu hand? ‘The question is not 
concerning the propriety of assuming 
responsibility in a tremendous crisis. 
On such an occasion it is mere pol- 
troonery to hold back. What we have 
to usk ourselves is, whether we are 
justified in hastening a crisis and 








beginning a war, or ab least in so 
exnggeratiug small provocations that 
they form a large heap of fael ready to 
be set alight at avy moment. A Power 
like Great Britain can always find 
grounds for war with an Oriental or 
half-civilized Empire. This is not the 
time, however, to preach doctrines 
which will involve us in more Asiatic 
or African complications, and we may 
be thankful that we have not a Minister 
enamonred of heroic exploits at Peking.

‘News from Capetown, dated 8th April, 
states that the Garrison of Ekowe had 
arrived safely at the Tugela. 

Lord Chelmsford and his staff were going 
to Durban. 

It was reported that the Zulus had 
occupied Ekowe, and that Cetewayo had 
retired beyond the Black Mountains. 

Jt was rumoured that the Governor and 
High Commissioner had been detained by 
the Boers, but Reuter is authorised to state 
that the statement is entirely unconfirmed. 





Four days of the week just ended have 
been devoted to Racing and other pleasures, 
and business was pretty generally sus- 
pended. The Race Meeting was favoured 
with the finest summer weather, a little in 
advance of its due date, but none the less 
enjoyable on that account; and, taken 
altogether a more enjoyable holiday was 
never spent in Shanghai, 

D. H. Bailey, Esq., U.S. Consul- 
General, has received a telegram from 
General Grant, stating that the Gen- 
eral accepts the invitation of the Shanghai 
Municipality, that he will proceed to 
Canton on Monday next, the 5th instant, 
and would on his return to Hongkong, 
telegraph the probable date of his arrival 
in Shanghai. 

A correspondent of the Alta California, 
writing from Omaha on the 10th March, 
says :—A letter received at the head- 
quarters of the Union Pacific Railroad to- 
day, details a plan fora grandexcursion from 
Washington to San Francisco, about the 
Ist of August noxt, to receive and welcome 
General Grant on his return from tho 
Orient, The writer states that he has spent 
some weeks at Washington, conversed with 
leading Senators and Representatives, and 
that many favour the project enthusiasti- 
cally. The particulars of a trip through 
Indiana, correspondence with Kellogg and 
Pitkin in Louisiana, and other details aro 
given, which indicate that from 60,000 to 
78,000 persons would join in the excur- 
sion. Preparations for such an excursion 
would require much time, and the letter 
was written to secure reduced rates pre- 
vious to any public announcement. It is 
stated that every State in the Union will 
be represented, and that the excursion will 
require from 100 to 125 trains of 10 cars 
each.” 

‘The first annual meeting of the Chin 
‘Tract Society was held in the Hoong-jau 
Chapel on Sunday afternoon, Long before 
the hour for the services, the large 
Chapel began to be filled. The novelty 
of the occasion brought out a larger 
number of the native Obristians than 
are often seen together, ‘The open- 
ing services were conducted by the 
Rev. Wong-chai. ‘The chants were well 
rendered by the students of Duane Hall 
and the Bridgman Memorial Institute. 
Mr. Yuen, a candidate for orders, read the 
Lessons. The Rev. H. K. Woo preached 
the sermon. He gave an interesting ac- 
count of the organisation of the Society by 
men of various denominations, with a 
board of trustees composed of foreigners 
and Chinese. He gave the principles upon 
which it was founded, the names of the 
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officers, and their duties He spoke of the 
vastness of the Empire and its innumer- 
able population and the difficulties of 
overtaking the millions of China with 
the Gospel, and of this Socicty as a 
means which he hoped would be a great 
help. Our religion teaches us to love 
others as ourselves; it is in the spirit 
of this teaching that we organize this 
Society. He was aware that the native 
Christians were few and weak, but the 
English were once in much the same con- 
dition as the Chinese are now. Some say 
the time has not come for this organization. 
But what if those who organized the great 
English and American Tract Societies had 
listened to such talk? The Chinese, who 
have been so blessed with their tracts and 
books, would have been left in darkness. 
It is but sixty or seventy years since the 
American Tract Society was organized, and 
he hoped sixty or seventy years hence the 
Society whose organization we now witness 
will have as glorious a history. He gave 
many facts and figures to encourage the 
members of the Tract Society, tracing the 
history of other tract Societies from their 
small beginning to the glorious present. 
He spoke of talking with a church- 
member the other day on this subject. She 
said she was too poor to pay $3 per month, 
but he told her she only need to pay $3 
per year, and she said she would certainly 
become a member. He hoped many others 
would follow her example. He gave in- 
teresting cases of great good resulting from 
the circulation of such publications, He 
said The Globe Magazine and Child's Paper 
were specimens of the publications that the 
Society would be glad to issue. 

The sermon was carefully propared and 
listened to with great attention throughout. 

Mr. Robert Hart, Inspector-General of 
Customs, was among the passengers who 
arrived by tho M.M. steamor Iraowaddy. 

On Tuesday, before H. S. Wilkinson, 
Exq., on the motion of Mr. Wainewright, 
J. J. Henderson, Esq., was admitted to 
practice at tho bar of the Supreme Court. 

On the 20th March the Marquis Tséng, 
Chinese Minister to England, was intro- 
duced to Her Majosty by the Marquis of 
Salisbury, and presonted his credentials. 

It is expected that owing to the departure 
and coming departure of so many men for 
Hankow and Japan, that the Spring Re- 
gatta will have to be postponed. One of 
the “eights” has lost so many of her 
men that a new crew will be necessary, and 
they will require time for training. It is, 
therefore, uncertain when the Regatta can 
be held. 

We have been requested to draw the 
attention of the public to the fact that at 
all the British Post-offices in China, postal 
cards can be obtained costing 3 cents and 
5 cents each respectively. ‘The former can 
be used for short communications addressed 
to any of the Union Countries to which the 
letter postage is 8 cents. The latter are 
required for like communications upon 
which if forwarded in the shape of a letter 
12 cents would be levied. 

If there is any foundation, says the Foo- 
chow Herald, for tho report that the S.S. 
Hankow, now on her way from London to 
China, is bringing a quantity of tes, in the 








expectation of finding a better market for 
it in this country, it should cortainly open 
the eyes of our Celestial friends to the 
exact condition of affairs in Mincing Lane. 
The story is, perhaps, too good to be true, 
—though as a mode of quitting a bad bar- 
gain, or of giving tit for tat to an indiscreet 
agent, the idea must commend itself to all 
practical minds. 

‘There are now four British gunboats in 
port and at Woosung, namely the Growler, 
Hornet, Magpie and Midge, besides the 
sloop Egeria ; and we hear that the ironclad 
Tron Duke is cruising off the Saddles. 

‘The Russian gunvessel Ermak has arrived 
from Japan. 

In addition to the Loudoun Castle and 
Glencoc, it is said the following steamers 
will go to Hankow to lond tea—Glenartney 
and Glenearn (to leave in a few days) Mala- 
bar, Loril of the Isles, Gordon Castle, Fero- 
nia, Hankow, Afyhan, and probably one of 
the shires and one of the blue-funnel lis 
—The Malabar and Afyhan are following 
the Loudoun Castle, and the Lord of the Isles 
and Glencoe have cleared for Hankow. 

Mr. P. K. Dumaresq, agent of the 
P.M.S. Co., has received a telegram 
announcing the arrival at Yokohama of 
the steamer Alaska. She will leave Yoko- 
hama on her return yoyage on 5th June. 

The British clipper ship Forward Ho, 
grainladen, from Shanghai, which arrived at 
Foochow on the 16th ult., went aground at 
tho mouth of the river. She was to be 
docked for examination. 

‘The British ship Lothian left Victoria, 
Vancouver's Island, on the 16th ult., for 
Shanghai, with 15,000 feet of lumber from 
Burrara’s Inlet,—Daily Press. 

‘The China Merchants’ Vompany’s steamer 
Huwai-yuen, Captain Wilson, returned to 
port yesterday in a damaged condition. 
She left on Sunday morning for Hongkong 
and Canton, and about eight o'clock in the 
evening, during a fog, she struck on an 
outlying rock off Chinsan. Her bottom 
was found to be damaged, and it was 
deemed advisable to return to Shanghai 
rather than proceed on her voyage. On 
arriving here her cargo, which was found 
to have sustained little or no damage, was 
transferred to the Chintung, which was to 
be despatched without delay. The Hwai- 
yen will have to be docked for.the neces- 
sary repairs to be executed. 

‘A mandarin was bargaining for_a few 
cash at a fruit stall in the French Conces- 
sion the other day when a pocket in his 
robe was cut out by an expert thief. 
Among other things it contained a pair of 
spectacles valued at the high figure of $130, 
and he offers a rewards for their restora- 
tion. 

‘A rumour has obtained wide currency 
that a native tradesman in the Maloo, who 
was in financial difficulties, intended to 
decamp with what property he could re- 
move, and at the solicitation of his cre- 
ditors, among whom are foreigners, his 
two shops, one in the Maloo and the other 
in the Shantung Road, were watched by 
the police, causing crowds to congregate. 
‘The debtor had made arrangements to dis- 
pose of one shop and was to leave his 
wife in charge of the other. His plans 
being thwarted, the matter will be set- 
tled at the Mixed Court, where claims 














amounting to about Tls. 3,500 have been 
lodged. 

A rather singular accident | recently 
occurred in the Honan Roard. ‘A native 
wished to go for a drive as far a8, the 
Bubbling Well, and ‘was arranging | the 
price of a carriage for that purpose. .The 
fare demanded was 70 cents, and another 
mafoo hearing this stepped forward and 
volunteered to make the journey for 35 
cents, The result was a fight between the 
mafoos. The pony belonging to the man 
who asked 70 cents was clated at tho 
diversion and as if to demonstrate his sup- 
criority over his rival dashed away. But 
his hilarity was checked in the bud by col- 
lision with a trap driven by a foreigner, 
whose life was endangered and his vehi- 
cle rendered temporarily useless. ‘Tho 
Police interfered, and the case was invest 
igated at the Mixed Court next day. 
Chén, the Magistrate, held the mafoo who 
lowered the charge one-half responsible 
for the damage, and he was ordered to pay 
$8—a proof positive that in the celestial 
mind at least profitless competition is a 
pennywise and pound foolish game to play. 

A marked example of Chinese justice 
was revealed yesterday in a case heard at 
the Mixed Court. About four months ago 
an itinerant dealer in jade stone ornaments 
was staying at a lodging-house at Tinghai, 
near Ningpo, when a fellow lodger, whom 
he had made a companion of, decamped 
with ornaments belonging to him of the 
estimated value of $800. The delinquent 
could not be traced, and the loser of 
the property claimed to be recouped by 
the lodging-house keeper, who pleaded 
impecuniosty. The case was then taken 
before the Chehsien of the District, who 
sentenced the lodging-house keeper to 
receive one thousand blows and to be 
imprisoned for three months, because the 
felony had taken place in his house. 
‘The blows were given and he served his 
term of imprisonment, obtaining his liberty 
a few days ago. With a determination 
to exonerate himself in the eyes of his 
relatives and neighbours, he at once set out 
in search of the thief and came to Shang- 
hai, He walked the streets, and visited 
tea and lodging-houses, and yesterday he 
met the object of his search in the Maloo, 
and dragged him by the queue to the Louza 
Police Station, where he was detained. He 
was taken before Chén, the Mixed Court 
‘Magistrate, yesterday, and he remitted him 
to the Chehsien who had so severely pun- 
ished his captor. 

Some counterfeit twenty cent pieces, says 
the Nagasaki Rising Sun, are in circulation, 
which although very indifferent in execu- 
tion and easily discovered in the light of 
day, are very apt to make their way under 
lamp-light, They are electro-plated half- 
cent copper coins, the edges cut and tho 
figures altered.—These counterfeits have, 
we are informed, already found their way 
to Shanghai, and as it is not unlikely the 
ingenuity of the coiners will be tried on 
the production of ten and five cent pieces 
also, it will be well that all small change 
should be closely inspected before receiving 
it.

AMINES AND NEGLECTFUL GOVEENMENT. 
Many of our readers who have taken 
sufficient interest in the affairs of 
Northern China to peruse Mr. Hillier’s 
valuablo and instructive account of the 
districts afflicted by the famine which 
last yoar devastated Shansi and Horan, 
will have noticed the half-apologetio 
tone which underlies his report. Mr. 
Hillier has given us a description 
of the ravages of famine in the 
Northern provinces which almost makes 
one’s blood curdle to read it, and he 
has appreciated the fact that the cause 
of the famine lay in conditions beyond 
the possibility of human control. In so 
far wo thoroughly and ontirely agreo 
with him; but when we come to review 
the conduot, or rather misconduct, of the 
Government of China, we are compelled 
to take a very different standpoint. 
So far from holding that Government 
guiltless, we see that its action bas 
been to aggravate every condition for 
ovil, und that even the relief which it 
pretended to give was administered in 
such a way as to tura what should 
lave been a blessing into an aggra- 
vation of the terriblo evils under which 
the stricken provinces were labouring. 
Nor can we wholly excuse the Govern- 
mont even on tho miserable plea of 
ignorance, First, with regard to the 
approach of the famine, it was known 
for several months beforehand that it 


» was inevitable, yet we do not find that 


avy steps were taken till it had already 
so far advanced as to have become 
perfectly unmanageable. The propriety 
of employing the people on improving 
tho means of communication, was fre- 
quently pressed on tho Government 
during this interval, but never acted 
on. It was likewise pointed out that 
the best means of alleviating distress 
waa to encourage in every way private 
enterprise, In place of doing eo, it was 
distinctly interfered with so far as it 
was possible for the Government to act. 
The result ofthis we have had occasion 
many times to point ont. Rice was 
carried in Goverument vessels to Tien- 
tain, aud was there’turned out on the 
banks of the river awaiting Govern- 
ment enterprise to carry it to the famine 
districts. Instead of trusting to the 
natural instincts of trade, the Govern- 
ment interfered with the whole system 
of traffic—embargoed the boats and im- 
pressed the coolies, with the result that 
ne ono willingly assisted in the work and 
all who could betook themselves awn. 
Tho Yellow River afforded a possible 
entrance into many districts where the 
famine was raging violently, Not one 
eargo of food was, however, sent up by 
it, though the same people who would 
not send a steamor to tow rice-laden 
boats wore at that very time engaged 
in transporting munitions of war up its 
stream to the arsenal at Ts’inanfa. The 
Imperial Canal, again, was permitted to 
fall into such a state of decay that it 








was practically useless as a means of 






communication, and the famine districts 
actually reached up to its banks, 
where the Government was trying 
to eke out relief by doles of food 
so insignificant as only to add to the 
horrors of starvation. Not one step 
was taken towards tho improvement 
of the water-way, notwithstanding the 
warnings given of the approach of the 
famine. The same may be said of the 
passes leading into Shansi, It was 
not to be expected that the Govern- 
ment.could in a few months have re- 
paired the neglect of a century; but it 
was to be expected that the opportunity 
would have been taken of improving 
the condition of the roads .and water- 
ways, and that famino relief would 
have been issued subject to the 
receivers performing work useful to 
the community and themselves. In- 
stead of this salptary measure being 
adopted, the doles were distributed in- 
discriminately, and the assemblage of 
the people for avy useful purpose dis 
countenanced. Mr. Hillier asks if a 
railway made into the provineo would 
have prevented tho famiue. We 
reply that most undoubtedly it would 
not. We do not blame the Chinese 
Government for not having introduced 
new appliances, but we have a clearer 
charge to make of its deliberate neglect 
of what had beon done by its predeces- 
sors. Nothing is so striking to the 
traveller in the northern provinces 
as the remains of former roads, via- 
ducts, aud bridges, now fallen into 
almost irreparable decay. It may be 
true that along the present roads a 
mule may advance a hundred li a day, 
and it may likewise be true that if tho 
roads were good it could not advance 
much further; but this docs not re- 
present the true condition of the case. 
Tf it take eight mules to perform the 
work of two mules, the actual work is 
the same as if the mule ouly advanced 
twenty-five Zi a day, and this we 
imagine is really in excess of the 
effective work done. More, the excess 
of mules and muleteers have to be fed, 
and so it happened that in many ways 
the amount of food bronght in was 
scarcely more then sufficient for the 
supply of those engaged in carrying it! 
Again, in the matter of disafforesting, 
the Government of to-day may not be 
directly to blame, but no one ean deny 
that in its utter neglect of all that 
concerned the well-being of the peoplo 
we have the fundamental reasons of 
the destruction of the woods. Inter- 
communication bas been steadily re- 
pressed, aud the people forced more and 
more to depend on their home resources: 
They were not allowed to meet to 
consult about their own affairs; and 
each village commuuity, without think- 
ing of the futare or knowing what its 
neighbours were doing, used up without 
replenishing such stores of wood as it 
found at hand. ‘The blame attachable 
to the Chinese Government is 
not that it bas failed to i 
measures for the prosperily of its 








people, but that being in the possession 





of the accumulated experience of cen- 
tures, it has wilfally cast this experience 
aside and entered on a policy of isolation 
and repression, one of the results of 
which bes been the aggravation of a 
serious dearth into a famine, the like 
of which is not recorded elsowhere in 
the annals of humanity. 





EGYPT AND CHINA. 
We were struggling through the ac. 
counts of the Indian Famine when the 
startling news reached us of a calamity 
close at band, and we were obliged to 
listen with unwilling ears to the long 
tale of misery from Shantung, Shensi, 
Chibli, aud Honan. It seems that this 
scourge has ceased to afflict the Iand, 
and though the effects of the great 
Famine will be felt for yeare, still the 
worst is over, It appears, however, to 
have beon a visitation of which it is 
utterly impossible to overstate tho 
horrors. The Inst report published by 
Mr. Hillier presents descriptions of 
sights actually seen which call up 
pictures of horror to the mind’s eye 
not to be excelled by any imaginary 
sketches of Retszch, Blake, or Fnseli— 
those experienced delineators of terriblo 
shapes. Such a description as that 
of the solitary man sitting dejectedly in 
the midst of his deserted enclosure, the 
sole survivor of a family of sixteen ; or 
that of the little boy of some thirteen 
years of age, who was tho sole survivor 
of a large family, and who was left to 
go out every day and gather the seeds 
of the weeds and bushes that now 
cover once productive fields; or that 
of the young widow, with the baby, 
whoso husband had died and left hor 
in a strange village without a soul 
upon whom to depend, are instances 
of the way in which the people havo 
suffered in this country daring months 
which will be ever memorable as having 
doue the work of desolating years. 
Before these impressions have faded 
from our recollection, we hear of a like 
calamity in another land. This timo 
it is Egypt which is suffering, A 
correspondent of the Times who has 
been travelling in Upper Egypt, gives 
an account of the state of affairs 
which is a repetition on a small 
scale of what we have read abont 
in this country, The fact is that 
the Government of the Khedivo 
haa reached the highest pitch of op- 
pression, We aro all of us apt to 
inveigh against the neglect of the 
interests of the people which charac- 
terizes the sway of the Peking Gov- 
ernment, but the difference between the 
Chinese rule and that of Egypt is 
enormous. In this country the vast 
resources of the land are unused and 
the credit of the Government is good, 
bat the Khedive is in bondage to 
creditors who are constantly becoming 
more eager for money. ‘The results are 
such as one would expect. “Every. 
whore,” we aro told, “the most beart- 
rending state of poverty was rovealed. 
Taxation having taken from the Arab 
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every reserve be may have saved in 
years of comparative prosperity, the 
failure of the donna crop through the 
excessive inundation of this year, de~ 
prived him of any possible meavs of 
subsistence, Neat the sugar factories 
the famine was proportionately greater, 
as the drain upon the resources of 
the people is of course heavier where 
a large area of land has beon 
seized for a crop which returns 
nothing to the actual cultivator, aud 
where forced labour in the fields and 
factory deprives the peasant of his 
most valuable time. It was sad in the 
midst of so much want to seo men 
driven with whips to labour for the 
English bondholder, while the field was 
lying untilled.” 

‘These statements are well worthy 
of consideration, ‘The annual report 
of the Caisse of the Egyptian 
Pablic Debt states that if the re- 
sources of the Egyptian Goverument 
are not sufficient to enable it to meet 
all its obligations, it is necessary that 
the sacrifices to be made should be 
borne equally by all, and those inter- 
ested are warned that « long time must 
elapse before the Now Egyptian Ad- 
ministration can ascertain the exact 
amount of the revenue. It is ob- 
vious that the Khedive will not be 
able to extract much mouey from a 
country which is apparently in » state 
of wretchedness only a little way re- 
moved from that which prevails in the 
Northern Provinces of China. The 
writer whom we have quoted before, 
says that he actually in the town of 
How saw “men die in the street ;” and 
adds, “the skeleton children were the 
most shocking sight. When children 
are redaced to skin and bone, tho 
famine must indeed be sore in the land. 
In one place we saw a boy gnawing 
the husks of sugar caue left in the 
fields, At every village the ory of the 
mourners was heard as we passed.” 
So writes the recent tourist in Egypt. 
“Coffins were to be seeu in almost 
every house,” writes the recent tourist 
in China. 'Thore is @ strauge parallel 
between tho situation of the two coun- 
tries, though we hope China is approach- 
ing the end of her trial, Egypt, we 
foar, has a period of much suffering 
before her. 








CHINESE EQUANIMITY UNDER PAIY. 
Frou time to time one reads in tho 
Peking Gazette of criminals sentenced to 
punishments, the mere thought of which 
is enough to make the blood run cold. 
‘When such a barbarous mode of excention 
as the slicing into pieces is thus recognised 
and approved by the highest authorities in 
the Empire, it is easy to believe all the 
horrible tales of cunning eruelty that tor- 
ment much and hold the sufferers long, 
which are occasionally brought to light in 
the provinces. ‘The distinction between 
egal and illegal methods of question is 
perfectly illusory, nor in any case is there 
much to choose between them. Each and 
all are alike sickening, whether we try to 
realise the sensations of a victim hung up 








by a thumb or a toe, a wrist or an armpit, 
having his joints squeezed, his back 
scourged with hooks, or his eyes smoked 
with pungent incense. Yet natives will 
tell us that all these abominable torments 
and others unspeakebly worse, are borne 
for the most part with fortitude, the lesser 
grades of punishment being those under 
which the sufferers ery out most loudly. 
As for death itself, it seems to have no 
terror for a Chinaman. This equanimity 
under never-heard-of torturing pain would 
be hardly credible, unless we saw it for our- 
selves, which few foreigners have done, or 
had evidence from unwilling witnesses as to 
the occasional inefficacy of all the devices 
which human cruelty can suggest to over- 
come human endurance. When, in August, 
1870, Ma Hsin-yi, Viceroy of the Two Kian; 
was murdered, the Imperial instructions to 
“obtain evidence by any means from the 
prisoner, even by fire, to drag the truth out 
of him” (P. G., 7th October, 1870) were 
very faithfully carried into effect. The 
oflicial report of the trial (P. @., 15th-18th 
April, 1871) states that— 

‘The Court ordered chains to he heated, 
and the prisoner was forced to kneel upon 
them, Every day this discipline was main- 
tained, but nothing save the most treasonable 
expressions could be got out of the prisoner. 
For more than twenty days he was kept kneel- 
ing on hot chains, but he would make no 
alteration in his confession. Frequently he 
was unable to eat, and was to all appearance 
at the point of death, As it would never 
have doue to allow him to die from exhaus- 
tion, in this way cheating justice of her 
thts, it was thonght necessary to hurry on 
so that he might live long enough to be suit- 
ably executed, 

When torment of this kind, and carried 
to this extent, failed to shake the constancy 
of a common shopkeeper who had nothing 
Dut a sense of real or imaginary domestic 
wrongs to support him, one is prompted to 
enquire to what extent and by virtuo of 
what provision a human being is capable of 
supporting pain with composure or at 
least with fortitude. The first thing that 
strikes us is that, supposing the motive to 
be strong enough, physical conditions count 
for little or nothing. It is not easy to 
believe, but the explanation may pass for 
what it is worth, that training from youth 
upwards to bear pain accounts for the 
fortitude of Spartans in carly times, of 
North American Indians, and the saints 
of Hindostan in the present day. We 
wonder at the iron nerves of the Roman 
Mucius, who with unmoved face thrust 
his hand into the fire of the altar before 
ing Porsenna, and held it there until 
it was consumed. But no theory of phy- 
sical strength will account for the con- 
stancy of matrons and virgins who, during 
theNeronie persecution, were lacerated with 
scourges, torn by wild beasts, burned alive, 
compelled to illustrate in their own persons 
all the horrors of Tartarus and all the most 
Dloody legends of the ancient mythology. 
Crucifixion was « common death, and it 
must be remembered that under ordinary 
circumstances crucifixion kills purely by 
protracted torture. Yet martyrdom was a 
festival, and so eagerly was it sought that 
the rulers of the Church were compelled at 
length to threaten excommunication against 
those who braved death needlessly. The 
spectacles of martyrs destroyed by all 
Kinds of hideous devices, yet meanwhile 


























deriding their butchers and finally dying 
in transports of joy, is susceptible of but 
one explanation, namely, that from some 
cause or another they did not feel the pain, 
And this cause lay in their extatic condition, 
all perceptions arising from external sources 
being held in abeyance, partly by an exor- 
tion of tho will which concentrated the 
mind upon one far distant point, and 
partly by the supremacy of the percoptions 
arising from within. For the extatic con- 
dition is supported by those very things 
which go to enfecble the body, by morti- 
fications, macerations, seclusion, sleepless- 
ness, starvation, by all the miseries of 
ascerticism. Hallucinations of all tho 
senses aro easily producible by the mind 
itself giving way to a dominant idea, or by 
tho action exercised on the mind by an ill- 
used body. Thus tho eyes may bo filled 
with visions of loveliness and glory, tho 
cars may resound with the music of angelic 
choirs, the nostrils be sated with delicious 
perfumes, all these sensations being ab- 
solutely subjective without the faintest 
trace of objective reality to correspond 
with them. This, wo belive, fully ex- 
plains the marvellous insensibility to pain 
evidenced by the Christian martyrs, and 
on a somewhat lower line it may help to 
account also for the fortitude of Chinese 
under torture. ‘Tho assassin of whom wo 
wrote above had doubtless no visions of 
heaven opening before him, but in tho 
combined excitement and exhaustion of his 
condition arising from the scenes at which 
he had assisted and tho enforced asceticism 
of his lifo for months in Chinese dungeons 
we can find an explanation of the careless 
ness that he displayed before his judges, 
‘The bearing of considerations such as 
these upon the reality of visions and other 
miraculous phenomena related in Church 
legends is obvious. We shall not bo 
suspected of inordinate credulity, though 
we assort our beliof that with regard to tho 
great majority of these logonds, chargos of 
falschood and imposture aro quite mis- 
placed. ‘Thore is no need to invoke the 
invincible and characteristic mondacity of 
hysterical women in order to supply an ex- 
planation. We have no doubt whatsosver 
that whenevor and wherever a virtue is 
made of starving all day and praying all 
night, it will be rowarded by visitations of 
heavenly beings, by sensations ofbeingraised 
from the ground by angelic hands, and so 
forth. And when we consider that wo relate 
without doubt or scruple as certainly true 
any ordinary fact which we have only on 
the authority of some one in whose trath- 
fulness we have absolute confidence, wo 
need not bo surprised that at times or in 
stages of society where there is no distine- 
tion drawn between the ordinary and the ex- 
traordinary, tho credible and the incredible, 
the subjective experionces of any venerated 
person would in perfect good faith be ro- 
corded and accepted as objectively true. 
There is yet another class of miraculous 
phenomena susceptible of a like though 
not an identical explanation, Most people 
have heard of the epidemic of convulsions 
which broke out, especially among women, 
at the time of the Jansenist persecution, 
lighted up by the bull Unigenitus. The 





convulsionaires of St. Medardushave become 
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“to what to persons in health 
would ‘have been extraordinary tortures. 
‘They were hammered on the abdomen 
with mallets, jumped upon by several men 
vice, slashed with swords, mauled and 
"in every possible way, apparently 
with ‘pésitive relief. They wore in some 
cases fixed to crosses by nails struck through 
the hands and fost, and it was noticed that 
though on ‘one side, generally the left, the 
nails producéd’ neither bleeding nor ex- 
pression’ of pain, they often produced both 
on the‘other side. In this last-mentioned 
fagt lies the key to the whole business. 
‘Thétd" isa. form of convulsive disease 
chiefly ‘affecting, women, under which com- 
sénsibility aiid the special senses 
aré” abolished on one side of the body, 
goiisrally’ the’ left. Sometimes, though 
rely; the insensibility affects both sides. 
(panying this thore is such a con- 
iidn ‘of thé’ bloodvessels that the’ skin 
ééi" nét bleed’ when punctured or cut, 
arid; diizing ‘the paroxysm the muscles of 
wink ‘are ‘uniaturally rigid so as to 
{ eiiormisiis pressure. Thus what 
at thi titiié'wis deomed miraculous by one 
patty’ and ‘demoniacal’ by the other, and 
hai sitide' been’ pretty generally denounced 
as’baréfacéd ‘impostinte, is found to have 
been nothing’ but a'disease then unknown, 
bit since cirofully studied,

‘There is no excitement here just now; in 
fact, things are so quiet that there is not 


even 'a dog fight to divert us. Inotice that 
tho natives have commenced to use their 
fans, a3 we have had some hot weather 


lately, It may be as well to say a few words 
about these necessary adjuncts in warm 
weather, for everybody carries them, from 
the highest to the lowest. I have ascertained 
that there is a fashion in fans as well as in 
other things, and the élite recognize four 
different kinds which they flutter during 
four different stages of the hot weather. 
The poor classes have only two kinds and 
the poorer still only one, which is made 
out of rushes or straw. No fixed date is 
given for the opening of the season, but 
the fan employed for this purpose is the 
ordinary folding fan, usually of white paper, 
though various colors are adopted. On one 
side there generally is shan shui—moun- 
tains-water (scenery), and on the reverse 
a collection of proverbs, moral sayings 
and such like writings. ‘This species is 
supposed to be used only by the literati, 
but all who can afford it indulge in them. 
On the 5th day of the 5th month or there- 
abouts, the fashion changes, and round or 
square silk fans come into vogue. During 
tho time of tho greatest summer heat 
fashionable society may be seen with spade 
shaped paper fans, and when the heat 
Degins to moderate feather fans or palm 
leaf ones take their place.

CHINKIANG. 
A correspondent writes as follows :—The 


‘Swatow Guild have decided that no foreign 
hong here shall receive shipments of opium 
from Shanghai, and tho members of the 
Guild are now trying to commute the lekin. 
with the Viceroy. Should they succeed in 
doing this, it is said to be their intention 
to make further arrangements for levying 
another payment among the importers, so 
that half this amount will go to the Guild 
and the other half be divided among cer- 
tain interested Chinese and foreigners, 
The disadvantage of free circulation has 
already mado itself manifest, and should 
these few men be allowed to continue their 
combination, tho worst results may be 
anticipated. 

‘The River is still working its way into 
this shore, and the lower part of the Con- 
cession looks very shaky. When the 
water rises, further extensive repairs will 
be, it is feared, needed. Several houses be- 
low the Customs have already succumbed, 
and where, ten years ago, there was an 
immense foreshore and sen wall, Inrge 
steamers could now anchor. In_ these 
days of conservatism and opposition to 

igners, it looks somewhat suspicious 
that the hulk Cadiz should have been held 
responsible for all the eccentricities on the 
part of this ever changing River; and 
worse still when the British Concession 
has been deprived of its only facilities for 
shipping for so long a period. Doubtless 
her removal has gratified the wishes of 
those concerned in the monstrous proposi- 
tion of saying she was the cause of altering 
the course of the River; and now they have 
proven that this vessel could not have been 
the means of washing away 500 or 600 feet 
of the river bank on the north shore, three 
miles above, it is quite possible she may 
be allowed to take up her old moorings. 

‘At present, foreign steamers are not 
allowed to approach the Concession (not- 
withstanding that it is always crowded with 
native craft), but are required to anchor 
on the north bank or anywhere but 
in a suitable position for the require- 
ments of trade. This is not the fault 
of those at present in office, but of those 
gone before. {t is amusing to note the 
effect of what one obstruction from for- 
eigne:s towards foreigners will have on 
the native mind, and an incident has just 
occurred which will explain how native 
officials are conducting themselves towards 
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us.

FOOCHOW. 

An esteemed correspondent, writing on 
the 29th April, says the Wu-shih-shan trial 
was to commence on the 30th ult., and 
would be held in the new building belong- 
ing to the Chartered Mercantil Bank, on 
tho hill, the English Consulate having been 
found to be too small for the purpose. — 
There are at present a goodly number of 
distinguished. personages in Foochow,— 
Sir Thomas F, Wado ; Chief Justice French, 
HLM. Supreme Court ; Mr. N. J. Hannen 
Mz. Hallyar, Mr. Malcolm Jones, é&c. 
The ease has created much public interest 
and the proceedings will doubtless be read 
far and wide, affecting as they do such 
great national questions ; but of course it 
would be wrong to venturo an opinion 
yet, the matter being pendente lite. It 
may, however, be stated generally that the 
prevailing impression in Foochow is that 
the case will end favourably to the mission 
ary interest.

On the Ist instant, our correspondent 
writes, “Tho Wu-shih-shan trial is going 
on before Chief Justice French, and appears 
to gather in interest every day, both 
foreigners and natives attending the Court 
in large numbers, several ladies being 
amongst the former. ‘The case will be 
likely to last several days longer, and the 
general opinion still is that the natives 
will lose, in spite of the great pressure 
they are bringing to bear. ‘The following 
express was issued on the Istinst, ‘The 
publication of the Foochow Herald is un- 
avoidably postponed till next week, when 
a double number, containing areport of the 
Wou-shih-shan trial, will appear.” 

The Foochow Herald of the 24th ult. 
has heard that the fén tes have held 
several stormy meetings in the City during 
the past week. So far as could be learnt, 
their deliberations resulted in an almost 
unanimous determination to earry on legal 
proceedings in the British Court, They 
state openly that the British Minister has 
been beaten at all points, and that thoy 
never intended to accede to any measure 
of compromise by which the Church Mission 
would be left in possession of one foot of 
ground within the Banyan City.” Should 
the verdict go against them, they have 
resolved to send a deputation to London, 
accompanied by legal advisers, including, 
it is presumed, Mr. Ho Aloy.’ Meantime 
every effort is being made to “instruct” 
witnesses. Should the case, therefore, bo 
decided contrary to féng-shui-ite expecta- 
tions, it will be no faulé of their drill masters, 
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who, it is understood, are exerting them- 
ae with the utmost diligence and liberal- 
‘Tho Herald goes on to say that it is re- 
freshing ‘to notice that a sense of justice 
occasionally "obtains amongst Chinese 
officials. ‘The proclamation issued by the 
Yun-ch’un Magistrate,—a translation of 
which will be found below—is a fair docu- 
ment and ereditable to the mandarin from 
10m it is supposed to emanate. Of course 
it is assumed that it is the intention of the 
District Magistrateto enforce his commands, 
and not, as is too frequently the case, to 
allow the law to remain in abeyance. ’ In 
the present instance, the proclamation is 
the result of certain’ representations from 
the United States Consul at this port, with 
reference to the riot at the American 
Methodist Chapel at Yun-ch’un on the 
1Gth February last.

hundred yards of tolerable road’ is sue- 
ceeded by holes, and by quaginires in wet 
weather. The ‘centres of the roads are 
seldom clevated, so as to at once shed the 
aterintothesidechannels; the consequence 
the rain water collects in aud about the 
middle, and in ashort time, if there be much 
rain and frequent traflic, the road is ren- 
dered all but impassable.’ In some places 
the local authorities content themselves by 
putting down here and there ordinary 
mould, in others clay, or anything to hand; 
they apparently have not the faintest idea 
how to form, grade, and keep a road; 
nothing is ever thoroughly and properly 
done, and what little is done has to be 
ropeated over and over again, ‘The waste 
of money and effort is astonishing; yet 
addicted as the Japanese officials arc to 
meddle in everything, they seem to regard 
efficient road making, upon which so much 
depends, with culpable indiflerence.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 

March 24th.—(1) A decree ordering a 
series of prayers to be offered for rain at 
the various State temples on the 2Gth inst., 
in which His Majesty will take a part. 

(2) A decree directing the attention of 
the Board of Civil Office to a memorial 
from the Censor Ko Ching on the necessity 
of care in the selection and examination of 
candidates for official posts. 

(3) A decree referring toa memorial from 
the Censor Hwang Yuan-shan on the ex- 
travagance and waste entailed by the mul- 
tiplicity of chit or supplementary establish- 
ments for the conduct of public business, 
and to the decree ordering a reduction in 
the number of these establishments, The 
Censor Ko Ching now memorialises on the 
same subject, and adds that another evil of 
the system consists in the wholesale nature 
of the recommendations of the services of 
the officials employed in these chit. Gor- 
ernors-General and Governors are hereby 
called upon to give speedy effect to the in- 
structions earlier issued, and to refrain 
from undue or unauthorised recommenda- 
tion of the services of officers employed in 
the supplementary office in question. 

(4) A decree ordering a votive tablet to 
be. prepared by the Imperial College of 
Inscriptions for the Dragon God at Féng- 
chén T’ing in Shansi, who has manifested 
his divine interposition in answer to prayers 
for rain. 

(6) Memorial from T'ung Hua and Ngén- 














@héng, the high officers appointed to 
investigate certain charges against Ting 


Pao-chéng, Governor-General of Szoch’ wan, 
and his subordinates in connection with 
an arsenal established by the former, and 
other matters. Being unable to take action 
upon the evidence placed before them by 
the Governor-General, and the statements 
of Li Yu-héng and others implicated being 
so evasive and contradictory that nothing 
short of extreme measures will sufice, 
which memorialists are loth to take in the 
case of such high officials without special 
authority and sanction, they beg that this 
may be given them.

They 
therefore as a preliminary step deputed 
the Proctor Wu Chung-yi to perform 
memorialist’s duties for hin. ‘The medical 
attendant now states that memorialist is 
suffering from severe malarious catarh 
which will necessitate absolute rest and 
nursing, and under these circumstances he 
prays that His Majesty will grant him a 
month's congé.—Granted by Rescript. 

(6) Memorial from the special Commis- 
sioners Ngén Ch’éng and Tung Hwa report- 
ing the result of their enquiry into the 
circumstances of certain alterations in a 
river embankment authorised by the Gov- 
ernor-General of Szechuen, and the flood 
that resulted therefrom, ‘Their report has 
been summarised in an earlier decree. 

‘March 26th.—(1) A Decree. Huang Ti- 
fang, Reader of the Han-lin, states that in 

‘memorial replying to questions asked a 
high officer has been guilty of deceit and 
imposition, He states that although Ho 
Shou-tz'ii, President of the Board of Works, 
is in no way connected with Li Chung- 
ming ; both his present and former wives 
have been recognised by the President as 
his adopted daushters. ‘The intercourse be- 
tweon the families is like that of relations, 
and the chair of Ho Shou-tz't is constantly 
doposited in front of the tradesman’s door,

not bo suffered that Ho Shov-t2't, who 
holds tho position of a high ofiicer, should 
be guilty of the slightest reservation or 
concealment and thus intensify his fault. 
Let the President report to Us truly upon 
the matter now brought forward by Hwang 
Ti-fong without making falso or embel- 
lished statements to the extent of a single 
character, If ho endeavours to support 
his earlier statements by the slightest de- 
coption or fraud, he will be shown no 
merey if detected in so doing. Let the 
Court of Censors take this matter into 
consideration with the antecedent details, 
and try Li Chung-ming in concert with the 
Board’ of Punishments. 

(2) Kuo Shih-ch’ang, newly-appointed 
Literary Chancellor of tho Shun-t'ien 
prefecture, reports the assumption of his 
ofticial duties.

bestowed on thirty people, mon and women, 
who lost their lives during the rebellion 
either in defenco of their homes or in con- 
sequence of their indignant refusal to follow 
the rebels.—Granted by Reseript. 

(4) Postscript memorial from the samo 
officer. Some time since a gang of lawless 
persons headed by one Li Ch’ang-ho, estab- 
lished themselves in a yao or cave cut out 
in the Loessclifls, near Chou-chia-k’ou, and 
commenced atrade in women and girls. As 
soon as the fact came to the knowledge of 
the Governor, he caused them to be arrested, 
aud Li Ch’ang-ho was summarily decapi- 
tated, the rest being reserved for further 
examination, ‘The Profect of K’ai-féng Fu 
now reports that he has ascertained that 
these meu all hold official rank, and begs 
that their buttons may be taken from them 
preparatory to placing them on their trial.

AS this officer has already had 
some experience of official procedure in 
Honan, the Governor now feels at liberty to 
release Yui Kw'an, the Financial Commis- 
sioner, who has been appointed Governor 
of Fubkkion but was retained al memorialist's 
raqueat for duty in Honan. The Judge 
will act in his stead. 

(8) Postscript memorial from Mei C! 
chao, Governor of Honan. 
since the memorialist reported that he had 
deputed Liang Kung-ch’én, Expectant 
Taotai, to investigate the circumstances of 
the destruction of the lekin stations at Hao- 
ho and Ning-hai Hsien, and on the 16th 
November last his memorial was returned 
to him with the following endorsement :— 
We havo read the report. ‘The collection 
of lekin contributions has now been in force 
some time, How comes it that there has 
been a sudden application for the abolition 
of lekin at Féng-hua and Ning-hai, and the 
assemblage of a mob for the destruction of 
the barriers? We cannot be suro that there 
were not other circumstances that gave rise 
tothe outbreak,”etc., etc. Instructions were 
thereupon given for the respectful execution 
of the instructions therein conveyed, and 
a joint report as now been received from 
the Prefect and sub-Prefect of T’ai 
stating that two men, Wu Fén, 
Hung Tso-ma-chui, the prime mov 
‘he destruction and plunder of the Hsi-t'ien 
collectorate at Ningpo, had been appre- 
hended. Upon examination they confessed 
that it was they who issued written notices 
calling the people together, and that they 
had been instramental in the burning and 
plundering of the lekin barriers. In reply 
to this report the memorialist has given 
orders for the summary execution of the 
two criminals in question and the exposure 
of their heads at the scene of the crime. He 
has also given instructions for the capture 
of the criminals that arp still at large. 
‘With regard to the destruétion of the Hao- 
ho station by the Féng-hua people, the 
Prefect of states that Wu Hsiao- 
Keskang and threo other eritainals who 
were arrested for being concerned in this 
matter, state that they were the first to beat 
gongs and get the mob together, but had 
nothing to do with the distribution of the 
plunder; and that they and one Wu Tsao-fa 
who helped the others to stop the boats had 
surrendered themselves at the Féng-hua 
Magistracy and applied to be *cangued” 
and beaten as the leaders of the riot. 
Tnasmuch as if these men were the 
actual leaders of the riot, their offence 
was a most serious one, and inadequately 
punished by the imposition of the cangue 
and a beating, though solicited by them- 
selves, and judging from the depositions 
forwarded that they were poor and ignorant 
persons whose ordinary occupation was 
poleing of boats and whose antecedent 
history contained nothing to show that 
they had been guilty of lawless acts, memor- 
ialist considered that there was probably 
some one else behind and that the fact of 
their having been the actual ring-leaders 



























was not proved. He accordingly instructed 
the Prefect to make further enquiries in 
a quiet and secret manner, and have 
these men before him for further examina- 
Loma as hed directed to inflict the punish- 
ment of the cangue or any other penall 

that might be necessary on the fore 
and search officers attached to the stations 
in question, ‘Tho barriers at Hao-ho and 
Hsi-tien were to be reconstructed, and 
Tekin again levied in accordance’ with 
the regulations. ‘The people are now 
peacefully disposed and quiet is restored. 
Tho webyuan at tho, Hii-tion  barriot 
has been in fe for more than half a 
year, and must be to blame for having 
caused a grave disturbance by tho levy 
of fines for evasion of duties, The 
wei-yuan at the other station had only 
been there a month, and there were no 
charges against "him’ of unauthorised oF 
oppressive exactions, but he has shown a 
want of supervision in his inability to keep 
his runners and searchers under proper 
restraint and control. The memor t 
would therefore suggest that the first of 
these two individuals be cashiered, and that 
the other be committed to the Board for

An inspection: having been ordered by 
several high officers, these have now re- 
ported the result and state that there is a 
deficiency of over 95,000 piculs. Prompt 
and speedy punishment is called for in so 
abominable a case. The machinery of the 
metropolitan prefecture is to be put in 
motion for the arrest of certain keepers 
and clerks who have absconded, and others 
are to be handed to the Board of Punish- 
ments for trial. The Superintendents of 
the Granary, by their complete ignorance 
of the frauds that were going on, seem to 




















have been either blind or deaf, and have 
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laid themselves open to suspicions of com- 
plicity in the frauds or of protecting and 
screening their subordinates. ‘They are to 
be committed to the Board for the 
infliction of a penalty, and are to be 
relieved of the duties of Superintendent 
sparatory to beinghad up for examination. 
‘Tao-yuan, Commissioner of the Peking 
Granaries, is also to blame for not having 
exercised proper supervision and is to be 
committed to the Board for the infliction 
of a penalty. When the case is settled the 
Board of Punishments will state. upon 
whom they consider tho onus of restitution 
of the losses should fall. Memorial from 
Chin Shun, Assistant Commander-in-chief 
and Military Governor of Ili, requesting 
permission to limit his accounts to a general 
statoment of receipts and expenditure since 
the year 1871, instead of rendoring a list of 
items, He commences with a brief sum- 

of his movements since the year 
1868, when he went to the relief of Shénsi 
and cleared Ning-hsia of the rebels that 
were infesting it. In September, 1871, he 
Tras ordered to proceed with all speed to 
the reliof of Urumtsi, and advanced in 
that direction at the latter end of the 
month, Ieaving detachments of cavalry 
at points on his way, and pushing for- 
ward himeelf to Shiparfai and other places. 
He was ordered, from the dato of his 
doparturo from Ning-hsia, to send in re- 
turns of military expenditure at the same 
time es those sent from the four provinces 
of Shensi, Kansu, Kweichow and Szechuen, 
the limit’ for the forwarding of which was 
December, 1874._ Owing to the pressure of 
his military work which was just at this 
time particularly onerous, memorialist was 
unable to comply with the order as to the 
limit of time for the rendering of accounts. 
It should be borne in mind too that he was 
beyond the Wall, with a long line of com- 
munication and’ many obstacles in the 
way of its maintenance. ‘That the expense 
of forwarding military’ supplies purchased 
within the frontier over thousands of miles 
placed him not only in a very different 
position from those working in the south 
eastern provinces, but even doubled his 
exponses as compared with Ning-hsia, Su- 
chow, and other places. While inside 
tho Wall memorialist was able to get on 
with the allowanco granted for his cav- 
alry squadrons, but hoyond the Wall it 
was different, ” With thousands of li of 
desert, where everything was waste, the 
carriage of food more than doubled its 
cost, and when to this had to be added 
the ‘arduous transit of the Gobi desert and 
the Tien-shan mountains, in the crossing 
of which so many mules and camels suc- 
cumbed, and conveyances broke down, 
while the winds and heavy snow con- 
tributed further to the difficulties, memo- 
rialist was indeseribably hampered by 
the magnitude of expenditure under every 
heading, and could not accommodate 
his outlay to the legally allotted sum. 
But the pressing and urgent nature of the 
claims for expenditure were such as would 
brook no delay or admit of a rigid adherence 
to rule. In order, therefore, to avoid 
queries ‘on the part of the Board, who 
would doubtless tie him down to the letter 
of the regulations and call upon him 
to refund any items that theso do not 
allow, or to make good all sums over and 
above the fixed amount, he would crave 
permission to be exonerated from the rend- 
ering of detailed accounts. Memorialist, 
who has now followed the career of arms 
for over twenty years, has been the re- 
cipient of weighty favours from His 
Majesty. He fully approciates the im 
portance of attention to the minutest 
details of military expenditure, and has 
nover failed to study economy to the best 
of his ability. He never embarks upon 
expenditure that appears to him unneces- 
sary, even though it be sanctioned by law, 
and, on the other land, he would not 
hesitate to indulge in unauthorised ex- 
ponditure where grave interests might be 




















jeopardised by excessive or petty economy. 
‘As a proof of his honesty, and in support 
of his statements, he may state that Tis. 
8,000,000 are owing to him from various 
Custom Houses, and that the distress and 
hardship caused to his troops by the want 
of these funds is extreme.—Granted by 
Rescript.

‘The whole of this day's Gazette is occu- 
pied by a memorial from the Famine Com- 
missioner and Governor of Shansi, reporting 
the trial of the Magistrate of the Yung-ho 
district and some of his subordinates for 
fraud in connection with famine relief. 
‘The details are uninteresting. 

March 30th.—(1) A decree appointing 
Sun Chia-nai to the post of 
Sub-Chaneollor of the Grand Secretariat, 
with brevet rank of Vice-President of the 
Board of Ceremonies, 

(2) Chung Lien ZH iG is appointed 
Commissioner of the Office of Transmis- 
sion, 

(B) A Decree. We have received Their 
Majesties’ commands to set out on Our 
journey on the 12th April. On the 14th 

We shall reverently repair to the Lung Fu 
temple, and on the 15th the remains of 
‘Their late Majesties will be moved from 


their temporary place of deposit to their 
Hui Lung and Lung Ngén Halls. On 
the 17th, these will be deposited in 


their place of everlasting rest, and on 
the completion of the observances at- 
tending this ceremony We shall do 
homage to the Sacred Tablets and ‘then 
return to the capital. We hereby decree 
that the land tax in the five departments 
and districts of Ta-hsing, T’ung-chow, San- 
ho, Chi Chow and Tsun-hua through which 
We have to pass, shall be remitted in full 
for the present’ year. Copies of this 
Decree shall be printed on yellow paper, 
istributed everywhere for general 
formation, that the dwellers in the hamlets 
and villages may all be partakers in this 
act of bounty. 

(4) Memorial from Liu K’un-yi, Gov- 
‘ernor-General of the Two Kwang provinces, 
roporting the result of the trial of a captain 
in tho army charged with opening a gam- 
bling establishment and levying a per- 
centage on the winnings. Careful en- 
quiry, and the man’s own testimony, which 
could not be shaken, show conclusively that 
he is not guilty of the charge as itis stated, 
He admits, however, that he was induced 
by a Hakka, one Huang A-fu, to rent a 
house of his to a Hunan man as a tailor’s 
shop, and that on two evenings in the 
early’ part of last year, he did gamble there, 
though he denies that he either assembled 
a crowd of worthless characters with that 
object or took a percentage of the winnings. 
He has boon sentenced to dismissal, ex- 
posure in the cangue for three months, and 
100 blows, which is the penalty awarded 
by law to his offence. ‘The other parties 
implicatedin thetransactionhaveabsconded. 
Orders have been given for their arrest, 
and they will be separately dealt with 
when captured. 

(6) The Governor of Shénsi reports the 
trial of two men who attempted to effect 
robbery by administeringa stupefying drug, 
from the effects of which their victims died. 
Chao Ting-fu, a native of Pa-chow in Sze- 
chuen, left his home to look for work, and 

















on his road he met an acquaintance called 
Chang Wén-shén, also from his native 
place. They began to talk about the hard- 
ness of the times and conceived the idea 
of stupefying travellers with a natcotic 
called They accordingly 
bought a small packet of this narcotic at 
the stall of an itinerant medicine vender, 
whose name they did not know, and 
proceeded on their journey. In the course 
of a few days they met a Pa-chow man, 
Lung Ping-yiin by name, and entered into 
conversation with him. He told them he 





was going to Hsing-an to buy tea for which 
he had the money with him, and they then 
declared that they were also going there to 
trade. They suggested that he should 
travel in company with them, to which he 
consented. . At the end of three days they 
reached the Hsi-hsiang district, and it was 
arranged that they should buy some pastry 
at a certain restaurant and boil it for a 
meal. The opportunity was seized by the 
confederates to mix some of the narcotic 
in the pastry which was eaten by Lung 
Ping-yiin and another man called Yang 
‘Lin-tsung ; a third man called Wang who 
was with them refused to eat, as he was 
unvell. Their meal over, the party re- 
sumed their walk and had not gone far 
when the drug began to work and the two 
whohad eatenit fell stupefied to the ground. 
The confederates were, however, afraid to 
rob them as they were lying near a re- 
staurant, and Wang, who had Ingged 
behind, "was expected to come up im- 
mediately. ‘They therefore ran away 
and loft their victins on the ground. When 
Wang came up, he found them lying there 
unable to. speak, and at once went in 
pursuit of the two, whom he succeeded. in 
capturing with the assistance of another 
man, ‘the men who had been drugged 
were then attended to, but could not be re- 
suscitated and shortly died. After callin; 
attention to the fact. that Chao Ting-fu an 
his confederate had not actually proceeded 
to rob their victims, and stating that there 
is no law precisely applicable to a crime 
of this kind in which the intention 
had not been fully carried out, the 
memorialist suggests that the case should 
bo treated as one of murder and robbery, 
as if the latter had been actually accom: 
plished, the penalty for which is summat 
Gecapitation with exposure of the head. 
Referred to the Board of Punishments.

‘TEA PROSPECTS. 
To the Editor of the 
Nonru-Cuma Herat. 

Dear Suxj—The year just passed has 
been one of the worst known in the annals 
of the Tea trade. The shippers of the 
article from all China have the same tale 
of heavy losses to tell. 

‘The general depression of trade is, wo 
think, hhardly sullicient reason for’ the 
enormous losses on some grades of Tea. 
We hear of quantities from Foochow 
losing 6d. to 9d. perIb., and we also know 
of considerable shipments from the North 
of China which show a similar result. 
With the exception of a few isolated 
parcels of first crop Teas, we hear of no 
Brofts on any shipments of Black Tea 

luring the season. 

‘The remedy, wo aro told plainly, will be 
in the Export, not so much in the total 
for the year az in the way itis sent for- 
ward. ifthe first crop is “hurried for- 
ward,” as has boen the case ever since the 
Suez’ Canal was opened, we may look for 
further disasters this coming season, and it 
is quite within the bounds of possibil 
that they may even be intensified by the 
determination on the part of all Importers 
to realise on arrival. 

‘The term hurried forward” is an elastic 
one, and it appears to us likely to be the 
rook. on which opinions, in London and 
opinions in China are likely to split. ‘The

Secoxp Day, 
Thursday, Ist May, 1879. 

The morning broke dull and cloudy, 
threatening rain, but the sun soon pre- 
vailed, and towards, noon there was a clear 
sky and most depressing heat. in 
the day, the sky again became overcast in 
the South, and warning peals of thunder 
seemed to betoken a heavy storm. This, 
however, also passed off, and only a slight 
shower fell, not sufficient to lay the aceu- 


mulated dust of the previous four or five 
days, butnevertheless tempering the atmos- 
phere sufficiently to cause a gratefel feeling 
of revivification, as one of our ‘Zearned” 
friends expressed it. 

‘The Grand Stand was exceedingly well 
attended and presented a gay appearance, 
somewhat reminding one of days gone by, 
when there was certainly more of the “real 
spirit” prevalent than has been noticeable 
at the last four or five meetings. But it is 
no use croaking ;—it is gratifying to see so 
many of the “oldsters” ‘still to the 
front, setting a good example to the 
“youngsters” who ought to be now coming 
forward to assist in perpetuating the fame 
won in former years over the widely-known 
Shanghai course. It was pleasurable, how- 
ever, to see one ‘old form” back in the 
pigskin, and iwo “new forms” trying their 
’prontice hand, and that too with no mean 
promise of future excellence—an example 
that it is hoped will be largely followed at 
future meetings. ‘Promote the National 
Sport” should be the watchword; and 
although at the present moment there may 
seem to be no need of a warning note in 
that respect, yet it is well to look ahead, 
even for so far as two or three years. 

‘The number of visitors was greater than 
on Wednesday, and the road to the course, 
from Loong-fei especially, was greatly ob- 
structed by the throngs of Chinese driving, 
walking, or standing about in groups. The 
Laurels’ side of tho course was_alvo lined 
with natives, who thronged at every 
vantage point, and seemed by tho noise 
they made after each race to enter fully 
into the merits of the sport—if so, so 
much for Western training in this respect. 

‘The Town Band was again in attendance, 
and under the direction of M.

‘The sport was on the whole good, though 
in some instances prevalent opinion as to 
the excellence of the ponies entered for the 
various events was at fault, and money was 
netted in directions not looked for; but, 
of course, as our meetings are regarded 
more for sport than profit in a strictly 
pecuniary sense, it would be invidious to 
mention instances. The old aphorism, 
“Pluck and Perseverance,” must, owerar, 
not be forgotten—it covers a multitude of 
failures. 

The Shanghai Cup, the second half-mile 
of the meeting, took 593 secs., as against 
57} in the Chu-ka-za on the previous day, 
but was won easily by Flying Mist beating 
Tilo by a length, Strathpefer finishing a 
good third. More will be heard of these 
ponies yet. 

The “Blue Ribbon” of the meeting, 
the ‘Shanghai Derby,” fell an easy vic- 
tory to Jolly Friar, the winner of the 
Griffins’, who finished half a length in front 
of Driving Cloud, having been held half up 
the straight. The time was, however, not 
fast, 3 min, 15 sees., as compared with 
Teen Kicang’s win in 1875, when the race 
was run in 3 min, 11} secs. The win on 
the present occasion seemed to be a popular 
one, and was hailed with much cheering. 

The time for the Spring Cup, three- 
quarters of a mile, was not so fast as that 
for the Grifiins’, in ‘which Jolly Friar 
covered the same distance in 1.31}—Reichs- 
fiirst taking 1.33} to do it, and beating 
‘Red Robin by the shortest of heads. 
Mystic aud Reichsfiirst were fancied at 














starting, but Red Robin had the call at 
evens against the field, a round sum being 





put on him, which, as above seen, he very 
nearly landed. 

‘The easy victory of Isegrim, a canter up 
the straight, for the Race Club Cup, was 
hailed with loud cheers; as was also the 
win of Wild Boer in the soven furlong 
spin for the Flyaway Plate, for which he 
was favourite at starting at evens against 
the field—Flying Mist, who finished third, 
being fancied at 2/1.” The time, 1 min, 
49 secs., was fast, 

‘The Concordia Cup was cleverly won by 
Flock, whose rider let him out opposite the 
bungalow and he won as ho liked—to the 
evident astonishment of Tapioca’s rider, 
who nevertheless did his best to put his 
colours in front.—The scene in the Con- 
cordin Club tent afterwards was one to bo 
remembered—champagne and hats flying 
in divers directions, amidst the loudest 
Teutonic cheers. 

‘The time for the Tsatlee Cup, 2 min, 7 
secs. was better than that for the Criterions 
on Wednesday, over the same distance, 
in which Wild Boer took 2 min, 8 secs, 
to win, being raced home by Red Robin. 
For Jthe Tsatlee, Dun Edin, tho winner, 
and Driving Cloud were backed against the 
field, Manfred being mentioned for a place, 
which, however, ho failed to secure. 

‘The last race of the day, that for tho 
Roadsters’ Plate, brought ‘out a pretty 
field, and was a flying race from start 
to finish, the circle being dono in 2 min, 
39 secs., as against 2 min. 434 secs. 
by Receller with (12st. 2b. on his back, 
though) on the previous day in the Jockey 
Cup.

‘THE SEWARD INVESTIGATION, 
(San Francisco News Letter.) 
However unsatisfactory tho manner in 
which the Seward investigation ended may 
be, there are several points which arose in 
the closing days of the Congressional Sea 
sion that go along way to exonerate Mr, 
Seward from all charges of malfeasance in 
otlice, and to show that the aim of the 
promoters of the investigation was to, en- 
compass the political ruin of the Minister 
to China by the use of all the devilish arta 
known to the most unscrupulous and most 
envenomed political partisanship. The most 
determined efforts have been made by the 
Democratic majority of the Committee, led 
by Mr. Springer, its Chairman, to bully 
‘Mr. Seward into giving up his private 
papers, so that it might be seen whether 
they contained anything out of which 
charges against him might be made, For 
months it has been continually represented 
by the Press hostile to him that these pri- 
vate papers would prove his guilt, but, on 
being brought before the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Mr. Seward distinctly stated 
that he had no objection to submit his 
private papers to the State Department, or 
any other properly appointed authority, 
but that ho would not band them over £0 
his persecutors to be published broadcast 
over the country. The Democratic major- 
ity in the House voted that he must give 
up his papers, but Mr. Seward determined 
to stand on his rights as an American citi- 
zon. On this stand being made, the hostile 
vote of the House was reconsidered, and it 
was carried by a majority that the question 
as to whether he should give up these 
papers, involving the liberties of the citi- 
zen, should be referred to the Judiciary 
Committee. That Committee, of which a 
majority were Democrats, and therefore 
politically hostile to him, decided that tho 
House had no right to demand those 
papers, thus putting an end to this demand 
as totally unwarrantable and indefensible. 
The minority report of the Investigating 
Committee put the whole subject in 
true light, when it explained that wha 
ever irregularities had been committed had 
‘been doue with the consentand concurrence 
of the State Department, it being impos- 
sible to carry on the Consular duties on the 
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Congressional appropriations. Fortunately, 
the Geaporate ‘forts of Mz. ‘Springer to 
get’ the Democratic majority fed the House 
fo agree to articles of impeachment against 
Mn'Soward. were frustrated ; and it is 
admitted by the Democrats themselves that 
there was no hope of any such impeach- 
ment being successful, but the object of 
carrying articles of impeachment in the 
House, was that by means of the Demo- 
cratic majority the promoters of the investi- 

tion might place on record articles of 
impeachment, however unfounded, against 
Mr. Seward, a Republican, and thus injure 
him in his official position. Therefore, so 
far as Mr: Seward is concerned, his enemies 
have failed to substantiate their charges ; 
and mere political animosity has failed to 
encompass its vile and vindictive ends. The 
best classes of American citizens, who have 
nothing but abhorrence for the system of 
dengogic brigandage among professional 
politicians, can only hope that Mr. Seward 
will return to Peking and there continae 
to render those valuable services which his 
experience, culture and refinement enable 
him so satisfactorily to fulfil.

MEMORANDUM BY DR. JAMIESON IN REPLY 
TO DR. ZACHARI2’S STRICTURES ON HIS 








criticised the report submitted to the Mu- 
nicipal Council by the inspecting surgeon. 
For the aake of perspicuity I will briefly 
reproduce the questions asked and the 
criticisms offered, appending to each Dr. 
Zacharie’s answer, with such remarks as 
the latter seems to require :— 

‘My individual experience in private prac- 
tice ‘was that disease contracted in native 
houses had largely increased instead of dim- 
inishing, since inspection was brought into 
operation, Dr. Zachariwe very justly objects 
to the indefiniteness of this statement, but 
he meets it by a similarly vague statement 
to the effect that the “like experience” of 
five other practitioners whom he mentions 
by namo is diametrically opposed to mine. 
Out of these gentlemen, however, the only 
one of whom I inquired informed me 
that he gave no opinion at all upon the 
subject, and as it was evident that Dr. 
Zacharire and I affix different meanings to 
the same words, I did not consider it neces- 
sary to pursue the investigation farther. 
Referring now to my own journals, I 
find that in 1876 there came under treat 
ment twenty-four cases of disease contracted 
in native in_ the following year 
thirty-seven cases} and in 1878, sixty-four 
cases. Taking account, however, solely 
of primary enthetic disease, and excluding 
all manifestations diagnosed as local, as 
only fair upon many grounds which I need 
not enter upon, the figures stand thus :— 
1876, seven cases ; 1877, ten cases ; 1878, 
twenty cases. Dr. Zacharise proceeds to 
remark on the considerable decrease in 
enthetic disease observed at the General 
Hospital last year as compared with previous 
years. But, comparing the report for 1878 
with that for 1876, which is the only one 
within my reach at the moment, I find 
that in 1878 there were six admissions 
for primary disease, or 1.78 per cent 
on tho total number of male patients, as 

ainst six in 1875, or 1.85 per cent on tho 

missions. A diminution of less than one- 
tenth of one per cent. seems hardly to 
justify the expression “considerable de- 
crease.” Of the Sailors’ Home I know 
nothing, but Drs. Burge and Sloan inform 
me in general terms that the sailors in port 
suffered severely last year. 

Are the examinations in. hay ond conducted, 
personally by the inspecting Surgeon? This 
Ruostion la now anst ered inthe afirmetive, 
as I had little doubt it would be. Many 
of the examined women had been in the 
habit of falsely stating that the examina 
tions were not so conducted, and I am 
glad to have given Dr. Zachari au op- 
portunity of denying the assertions made 

yy them to several foreigners who were my 
informants. 

Wheat guarantee is there that ailing women 
do not abstain from presenting themselves 
at the place of examination? 'To this Dr. 
Zacharice replies that the system is the 
guarantee. Were I inclined to carp, I 
might say that it is this very system which 
is in question. It seems, however, that the 
certificates are renewed weekly, so that a 
woman who ean only present a certificate 
older than a week, is to be rded as a 
woman without any certificate, This part 
of the answer has no relation to the ques- 
tion, but Dr. Zacharice proceeds to state 
that there is a “great ity” in the 
appearance of the women on the roll. If 
there is not absolute regularity (within 
definable limits) the presumption is that 
those who do not present themselves have 
‘some good reason for staying away, and as 
to that reason a pretty safe guess may be 
hazarded.

taking it does take it at Shanghai, it would 
be supremely absurd to say that small-pox 
is less prevalent at Shanghai than at tho 
other places mentioned. It might be far 
more prevalent, for anything such an argu: 
ment could prove to the contrary. 

What is done when @ woman is found to 
be diseased? It seems hardly credible that 
this, which out of the whole lot is the only 
one really important question, is left with- 
out any attempt at reply, and in fact is 
passed over utterly without notice. Yet tho 
value of the systom depends absolutely on 
the answer given to it.
